This contract establishes a reliable source for the annual supply of bomber style jackets primarily used by
the Austin Police Department. This jacket is a necessary element of the police officer uniform during the
cold winter months. It includes a water resistant outer shell with a Gore-Tex waterproof lining and an
insulated liner for warmth. The Austin Police Department requirements will constitute approximately
81% of the usage on this contract with the remaining 19% from various other City departments, such as
Municipal Court, Aviation. and Park and Recreation.
